I did riot know Prodyot Das alias 
Mukul Roy before. About 10/12 days back, I came 
to live at 58 AA> Sadananda Hoad at the instance 
of Santi Singha Roy. On my arrivalVat this address, 
I found Santi Singha Roy and Mukul Roy living 
there. No other person used to live there after 
my arrival. I did not know that Mukul Roy had 
another name viz: Prodyot Das. While we were taken 
to Bhowanipore Tbana after search of 58A, Sadananda 
9 $toy)on 15.6.41, I came to know for the first time 
that Mukul Roy was Prodyot Das. I did not know that 
previously he used to live somewhere in Tollygunge. 
I had never been to his Tollygunge House. During my 
stay at 58/A, Sadananda Road, he never told me 
anything about his outdoor works nor did he ever 
ask me to accompany him. I only came to know th%t 
he was a man of Barisal. Eatcept this I did not 
know anything about his activities or antecedents 
. Either Santi Singha Roy or Mukul Roy @ Prodyot 
Das used to pay me -/4/- annas four only per diem. 




About a month and: a half ago, I along 
with three other youths offered satyagraha in 
Sealdah Court and was subsequehtly sentenced to 
eight days simple imprisonment on conviction. I 
do not remember their names. At that time I used to 
live at 12, Cornwallis Street. One day at about 
12 noon, Santi Singha Roy asked me to accompany the 
above mentioned youths and to offer Satyagraha at Seal- 
dah Court by raising anti -Government slogans in the 
courtroom. I never saw those three youths before. After 
our release from the Alipur Central Jail, I came bade if 
to 12, Cornwallis Street and those three youths went 
away to their respective places. I never saw them 
again and do not remember their names. I did not ask 
them their addresses. Except this occasion, nobody 
asked me to do any other outdoor work or to offer 
Satyagraha. I was never asked to distribute leaflets 
or stick posters. I never knew that the Youth League 
encouraged distribution of leaflets etc.

No other person used to live there after 
my arrival. I did not know that Mukul Roy had 
another name viz: Prodyot Das. While we were taken 
to Bhowanipore Thana after search of 58 a, Sadananda 
Roy on 15.6.41, I came to know for the first time 
that Mukul Roy was Prodyot Das. I did not know that 
previously he used to live somewhere in Tollygunge. 
X had never been to his Tollygunge House. During my 
stay at 58/a» Sadananda Road, he never told me 
anything about his outdoor works nor did he ever 
ask me to accompany him. I only came to know that 
he was a man of Barisal. fiotcept tills 1 did not 
know anything about his activities or antecedents 
. Either Santi Singha Roy or Mukul Roy & Prodyot 
Das used to pay me -/4/- annas four only per diem. 




About a month and a half ago, I along 
with three other youths offered aatyagraha in 
Sealdah Court and was subsequently sentenced to 
eight days Simple imprisonment on conviction. 1 
do not remember their names. At that time I used to 
live at 12, Cornwallis Street. One day at about 
12 noon, Santi Singha Roy asked me to accompany the 
above mentioned youths and to offer Satyagraha at Seal- 
dah Court by raising anti -Government slogans in the 
courtroom. I never saw those three youths before. After 
our release from the Alipur Central Jail, I came back 
to 12, Cornwallis Street and those three youths went 
away to their respective places. I never saw them 
again and do not remember their names. I did not ask 
them their addresses. Except this occasion, nobody 
asked me to do any other outdoor work or to offer 
Satyagraha. I was never asked to distribute leaflets 
or stick posters. I never knew that the iouth League 
encouraged distribution of leaflets etc.

| This ProdyoV_Das was recruited by Dwijen Wse when he was 
1 starving without food. He used to get annas eight a day and 
do all these works, for the party and Bose family. 

/ After my return from Benares Conference of the Students in 
the first week of February 1941 - I came in conflict with 
Arabinda and other Forward BlooS&idents. The Conflict was in 
regard to the selection of the B^P.S.F. President I issued 
a statement against Forward Bloc in Amritabazar Patrika after 
B.P.S.F. Conference held at Calcutta. I remained silent for 
three months. After Arab inda* s Internment, he nominated me 
in A.I.S.F. Working Committee and requested me to carry on 
the Youth League activities. I agreed but stopped the agitations 
at Court, the father of which was Dwijen Bose. I was trying 
for holding a Youth Conference for the purpose of Yoijth League 
propaganda. Before we were wrested, there were only"' three 
volunteers viz:- 1. Prodyot Das, 2. Satyen Viukherjee (arrested) 
( and 3. Chitya Chatter,} ee, and three prominent members includ- 
/fing myself, Nirmal Mijkh erj e e and Mad4nJDhar. 

We were also experiencing financial dif ficultieg^itTke epii^g 
up the Youth League establishment, . Nirmal Mu^herjee once 
suggested to obtain funds by committing dacoitles like Duff ,■> 
Lane once to which I objected and the matter was dropped. 

As regards the All India Youth League organisation, there 
are only two organisers outside Bengal namely, Prabodhi Chandra 
in Lahore and Mr. Jubbery of Aligarh. 

All the posters four*! pasted on the toalls of -58A, Sadananda 
Road were written and pasted by ProdyoV Das. I left my kn tally- 
re side nee with vary my father due to some persona ly hitch 
with my father wx and was putting up at Sadananda Road from 
June 1st, 1940. It was settled that 58 a, Sadananda Road would 
be the office of the South Calcutta District and the rent 
would be paid from the Youth League Fund. 

Jhe letters written to "Dear Friend" by Phillip aft3 "Dear 
•lend Tripathi" by Phillip were delivered tdme by Kardna 
ita Roy of Benares. He is a member of the 4th InteraatTbnal 
(IndiASh- Section) . He asked to give those letters to KamaleSh 
Bar»rje«t.\of Calcutta, the leader of the 4th International 
(Indian Section) . I forgot to make over those to him and were 
lying in my handbag for the last few months.
